In response to the Office Action mailed September 19, 2002, which sets 
forth an election of species requirement, Applicants hereby elect for prosecution on the 
merits Species A. Applicants submit that pending Claims 1 and 29 read on the elected 

species. 

Applicants further submit that Claims 1 and 29 are generic claims that also 
read on Species B, C, and D. The presently claimed invention relates to a stereoscopic 
image displaying method or apparatus in which an image displaying device for displaying 
a parallax image and an optical modulator capable of forming a light transmitting section 
and a light shielding section are provided. By synthesizing a displayed image with a
